A largo nuiiibcr of students availèf 
themselves of the opportunity of hcÂr- 
jlng the special sermon for collcgo 
men and women last evening at tho 
Church of St. Andrew 'and St, Paul, 
by tho Rév. Georfte Duncan, D,D. 

The speaker took as bis text two 
sentences from the third chapter of 
Genesis "Hast thou eaten of tlio trco 
whereof I commanded theio that thou 
shouldost not cat?" And tho man 
said "The woman Whom thou gavcst 
to be^ with nio, she gave mo of the 
tree and X did cat." These old alor- 
ica, said Dr. ^Duncan, were not. meant 
to make any great scientific revela- 
tion,' but to teach à moral. The fall- 
ing in Adam, which these words por- 
tray, Is Just as common to society of 
the present day, and there is alwayu 
that desire on tho part of the indivi- 
dual to shift' tho rcsponsibillty In life. 
If it were possible, man would throw 
all the responsibility of bis misdceda 
on his fellow mcp and very often on 
God. ■ 

Ho went on to enumerate tho more 
common scapegoats of mankind, it 
Is .a comiiioii ' practice to blame' Uio 
"set" or class of people with whom 
one asspclatéè for failure in life.' 
Then, again, we frequently hear that 
circumstances wore responsible for 
someone's downfall. ' Dr. Adams 
pointed out that man has the power 
to mould circumstances, and be show- 
ed that although evil Is faeredltary, 
so Is good,' and that the latter out-' 
lives tho fonner' every time. 

Ho msintained that education and 
environment will modify heredity and 
that God's call to-day is, uf in tho 
days ot Adam, "Have Dominion." 
In Adam, pod portrayed 'a man with- 
out it, and In Jesus one who had per- 
fect dominion. He concluded by urg- 
ing everyone to have faith in thelr 
fellowman and God, an dthen the vic- 
tory la won. 

After the service a social hour was 
enjoyed by all In the church hall.
